City, Neb.; Colmnbns, Ga.; Newark, 
N. •!., iiiul Brooklyn to get thoso four 
redeemed, and here is ouo we won't re- 
deem at all. You KCG, it is this way: It 
docs not matter where au envelopo is 
addressed to; tho point is where it 
comes from—what postoffico issned it. 
A postoffico cati only redeem envelopes 
which it has issued itself. If au en- 
velope shows on tbe face of it that some 
other office issued it, I can't give you 
cash for it.

"Now look at this one. Here in the 


corner is a note, 'After ten days return 
to Mr. Blank, Falls City, Neb.' Evi- 
dently tbo Palls City postofflce issued 
that, and you will havo to go there to 
get it redeemed if you are fond of long 
distance economy of that sort. Theso 
envelopes hero with no 'Return to' noto 
may have been issued by some other 
oflice, but wo havo no moans of know- 
ing it and take thorn on faith. Hera is 
one marked, 'Return to P. O. box 2,80(5, 
Now York city.' We will take that, for 
we evidently issued iit. Tho principle 
ia simple, uvun if its workings look 
complicated." 


Tbo reporter reminded the clerk tuat 


ho had refused one envelopo altogether. 
Tbo clork took it up and looked at it. 
It bad 110 "Return to" note in tho cor- 
uer, but tho name and address were 
printed on it. 


"Well, you see, that comes under a 


different rule," bo continued. "The 
idea is to redeem envelopes which have 
been misdirected by accident. This man 
has spoiled this envelopo to help on his 
business, sending it to some correspond- 
ent inclosed with a letter asking for u 
business order likely.

RELIC OF PAST AGE. 


Re- 
V Century Old Newspaper That IB 


marlcably Well Preserved. 


Mr. Gleim Brown, the architect, has 


ID intercstitig relic iu the shape of an 
old newspaper, probably one of the old- 
est publications to be found in this 
conntry. It is The Virginia Gazette 
and Alexandria Advertiser, published 
iu Alexandria. The copy is dated Thurs- 
day, April 25, 1793. The motto of the 
paper, which is printed under the title, 
is as follows: 
0 thou by whoso almighty nod the scale 
Of empires rises or alternate falls, 
Send forth the saving virtues round this lijndl 


There is no mention made of the 


names of tbo publishers or editors, bnb 
im advertisement, which is inserted, 
asks for nigs, old seines, fishing nets 
ami the like to bo brought to the office, 
so that paper can be made from it. 
From this it would seem that the firm 
manufactured its own paper.. 


In tbo news columns, which form but a 


small portion of the paper, tho adver- 
tisements covering a greater part, ia a 
dispatch dated London, Feb. 25 pre- 
vious, giving an account of an insurrec- 
tion in Ireland. There are also publish- 
ed Paino's reasons for preserving the 
life of Louis Capet. The plan of the 
new French constitution is given and 
anmnberof dispatches from Paris ap- 
pear. 


One of the most interesting advertise- 


ments iu tho paper is that of a lottery. 
It states that it will bo given by the 
commissioner appointed to prepare the 
public buildings, etc., within the city 
of Washington for the reception of con- 
gress and for their permanent residence 
after tho year 1800. Samuel BlodgeU 
wag the agent for the affair in this city. 
The capital prize was a hotel, with all 
furnishings, valued at $50,000. There 
were cash prizes of $25,000, the whole 
amounting to $350,000. The lottery, 
by the way, was never held, as much 
opposition was developed against it. 
Samuel Blodgett was the one whose 


claimed a large portion of the na- 
capital.

to prepare Them When 


Water Is at Hand. 


Fomentations of hot or cold water are 


often very useful, and every one should 
know how to give them. A flannel cloth 
may be folded, wrung out of hot or cold 
water as is desired and applied directly 
to the skin. It is much better after 
wringing out the flannel as dry as de- 
Eired to fold it in a dry flannel cloth of 
one or two thicknesses before applying 
it to tho patient. 
A little time is re- 


quired for the heat of the fomentation 
to penetrate the dry flannel, and thus 
the skin is allowed an opportunity to 
acquire tolerance for the heat, and a 
higher degree of temperature can he 
borne if the moist cloth ia brought di- 
rectly into contact with tho surface. 
Tho outer fold of dry flannel will al.so 
serve to keep the cloth warm by pre- 
venting evaporation. 


A hot fomentation ia sometimes need- 


ed when no hot water is at hand. It is 
not; necessary to wait for water to be 
heated in the usual way. Soak the flan- 
iiel in cold water, wring as dry as de- 
sired, fold iu a newspaper and lay upon 
the stove or wrap it about the stove- 
pipe. In a few minutes ^will be ae 
warm as tho patient can bear. The pa- 
per keeps tho pipe 
from becoming 


moistened by the wet flannel and at 
tho same time prevents the flannel from 
ceiug soiled by contact; with the pipe. 


Fomentations thoroughly applied will 


relievo most of the local pains for which 
liniments, lotions and poultices are gen- 
erally applied and are greatly to be pre- 
ferred to these remedies since they are 
cleaner and aid nature more effectually 
in restoring the injured parts to a sound 
condition. 


The fomentation may be changed fre- 


quently, and after it has been, removed 
massage may be given either by the per- 
son
